The  Chief  Health  Inspector 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Chelmsford  Rural  District 

Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1959. 

As  in  previous  years  my  comments  upon  details  of  the  work 
involved  are  made  in  the  appropriate  sections  of  the  Report. 

I would  again  draw  your  special  attention  to  the  section  of 
my  Report  dealing  with  meat  inspection. 

The  maintenance  of  100%  inspection  continues  to  demand 
considerable  overtime  work  on  the  part  of  your  Meat  Inspectors 
because  of  evening,  week-end  and  Bank  Holiday  slaughtering, 
as  well  as  an  increasing  proportion  of  their  normal  working 
hours. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year 
was  61,916,  compared  with  52,555  in  1958  and  32,290  in  1957. 

The  Council  is  fortunate  in  having  the  services  of  officers 
who  show  interest  and  keenness  in  these  arduous  and  exacting 
duties,  in  spite  of  the  great  encroachment  such  duties  make  into 
their  domestic  life.  It  is  not  reasonable  that  they  should  be 
regularly  deprived  of  normal  leisure  and  I hope  the  Council 
will,  in  due  course,  consider  this  very  important  matter  so  that 
more  time  can  be  given  to  the  routine  work  of  environmental 
hygiene  and  sanitation  and  enable  the  inspectors  to  enjoy  more 
home  life. 
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I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  Chair- 
man and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their 
support  and  understanding  during  the  year.  I would  also  like 
to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  Blott,  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  his  friendly  help  and  ready  co-operation  at  all  times. 

To  my  staff,  on  whose  support  I can  always  rely  and  who 
have  worked  so  efficiently  and  well,  I am  most  grateful.

Ice  Cream 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  141  registered  vendors  of 
ice  cream,  an  increase  of  eight  over  last  year. 

The  retailers’  sources  of  supply  are  investigated  before  certifi- 
cates are  issued. 

Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  which  deals 
with  the  registration  of  ice  cream  premises  is  not  in  force  in  the 
District  as  the  above-mentioned  local  Act  operates. 
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Ice  Cream  Sampling 

Sixteen  samples  of  ice  cream  and  20  samples  of  ice  lollies 
were  submitted  to  the  bacteriologist  for  examination. 

All  the  samples  of  ice  cream  and  14  of  the  samples  of  ice 
lollies  were  reported  upon  as  satisfactory.  The  remaining  six 
samples  were  slightly  below  standard  and  the  matter  was  discussed 
with  the  Chief  Health  Inspector  of  the  District  where  they  were 
prepared.

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MEAT  INSPECTION 

A 100%  meat  inspection  service  was  again  maintained 
throughout  the  year.  On  five  evenings  a week,  meat  inspection 
was  in  operation  until  a late  hour;  on  every  Sunday  and  Bank 
Holiday  there  was  no  respite.  This  overtime  was  in  addition 
to  the  many  hours  spent  during  normal  office  hours  and  it 
inevitably  seriously  interfered  with  the  routine  work  of  the  depart- 
ment and  with  the  normal  domestic  life  of  the  Inspectors. 

During  the  year,  61,916  animals  were  killed  and  inspected  — 
an  increase  of  17.8%  over  last  year’s  figure.  The  total  weight  of 
meat  condemned  was  74,558  pounds,  an  increase  of  86%.  All 
condemned  meat  is  conveyed  under  our  supervision  to  the 
Knackers  Yard  of  Messrs.  Harrison,  Barber  and  Company  Limited, 
from  where  it  is  transferred  to  their  London  works  for  processing 
into  glycerine,  fertilisers,  etc.

In  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  condemnations,  4 (8  in 
1958)  bovine  carcases  were  found  to  be  affected  with  the  parasite 
Cysticercus  bovis  which  causes  the  condition  commonly  known 
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as  “measly  beef.”  The  carcases  were  released  when  we  were 
satisfied  that  arrangements  had  been  made  for  them  to  be  held 
for  three  weeks  in  a refrigerator  at  20°F.  This  treatment  destroys 
the  cysts  provided  they  are  not  generalised  in  the  carcase 
musculature  as  well  as  in  the  usual  sites  of  predilection.

With  regard  to  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis,  the  figures 
show  that  there  has  again  been  a significant  increase,  having  regard 
to  the  numbers  of  animals  killed,  in  the  amount  of  meat  con- 
demned as  a result  of  parasitic  infections  — flukes  in  the 
livers  of  cattle,  sheep  and  lambs  and  undefined  parasites  in  the 
lungs  of  sheep  and  lambs.  The  size  of  this  problem  to  the  meat  in- 
dustry may  be  gauged  from  the  fact  that  over  4\  tons  of  beasts’ 
livers  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  because  of 
the  presence  of  liver  flukes.  In  this  connection,  specimens  are 
being  submitted  to  the  laboratories  of  Messrs.  May  & Baker,  Ltd., 
Ongar,  who  are  conducting  research  on  this  problem  with  a view 
to  finding  a drug  to  defeat  the  fluke  in  all  its  stages. 

The  amount  of  telangiectasis  (“plum  pudding”  liver)  in  cows 
and  pleurisy  and  pneumonia  in  pigs  showed  significant  increases 
over  the  previous  year’s  figures. 

In  last  year’s  report,  my  prediction  that  the  figures  for  tuber- 
culosis would  be  very  high  for  this  year  has  proved  correct.  This 
is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  arranged  to  send  bovine  animals  from  this  area  which 
reacted  to  a tuberculin  test  to  Messrs.  Copsey’s  slaughterhouse  and 
the  campaign  to  eradicate  tuberculosis  from  cattle  reached  its  peak 
during  1959.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  amount  of  tuber- 
culosis found  in  cattle  was  already  declining. 

The  whole  of  the  meat  condemned  was  voluntarily  surrendered 
by  those  concerned  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  resort  to  any  legal 
action.  An  amicable  understanding  exists  between  butchers  and  the 
Department  and  in  no  case  has  our  judgment  been  questioned. 
We  have  also  worked  closely  with  the  Veterinary  Inspectors  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  in  their  campaign  to 
eradicate  bovine  tuberculosis.

Knackers  Yard 

There  is  one  in  the  District,  erected  in  1935,  situate  in  the 
parish  of  Great  Baddow. 

It  was  inspected  regularly  and  no  cause  for  complaint  has 
arisen.  It  is  owned  and  administered  by  Messrs.  Harrison,  Barber 
and  Company  Limited. 

The  annual  licence  permits  the  slaughter  of  horses  at  these 
premises,  but  none  were  slaughtered  there  during  the  year. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  two  new  Shelvoke  and  Drewry 
16  cubic  yards  vehicles  were  brought  into  service.  One  of  these 
replaced  the  sixteen-year-old  Dennis  vehicle,  which  was  disposed 
of,  and  the  other  was  used  to  cope  with  the  housing  development 
which  went  on  apace  in  certain  parishes.  A new  Austin  A. 55  Pick- 
up was  also  purchased  early  in  the  year  to  replace  a nine-year-old 
model,  which  was  disposed  of  in  part  exchange.  In  May,  two  new 
Shelvoke  and  Drewry  11  cubic  yards  vehicles  were  delivered  and 
when  these  were  brought  into  use  the  frequency  of  collections  in 
many  parishes  was  increased. 

Weekly  collections  now  operate  in  the  parishes  of  Great 
Baddow,  Broomfield,  Ingatestone  and  Fryerning,  Mountnessing 
and  Writtle  — a total  of  about  5,800  houses.  About  800  houses 
were  retained  on  a four-weekly  schedule,  the  areas  concerned 
being: —

Broads  Green  and  Fanners  Green  areas  of  Great 
Waltham 

Domsey  Lane  area  of  Little  Waltham 

Newney  Green,  Cooksmill  Green  and  Radley  Green

Outlying  and  sparsely  populated  areas  of  certain  parishes 
particularly  Boreham,  Great  and  Little  Leighs  and 
Great  and  Little  Waltham 

The  remainder  of  the  District,  with  about  7,400  houses,  has 
a fortnightly  collection. 

The  continuing  shortages  in  the  number  of  suitable  workmen 
and  absences  through  sickness,  holidays  and  other  causes  were 
again  a feature  of  the  year  and  unfortunately  prevented  the  col- 
lection schedules  being  adhered  to  on  all  occasions. 

With  a view  to  eliminating  all  four-weekly  collections  and 
bringing  Runwell  into  the  list  of  weekly  collections,  a new  vehicle 
was  placed  on  order  for  delivery  early  in  1960. 
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Refuse  Disposal 

A disused  gravel  pit  off  Mayes  Lane,  Sandon,  was  brought 
into  regular  use  as  a refuse  tip  on  the  10th  March.  The  tip  off 
Beehive  Lane,  Great  Baddow,  was  retained  for  a time  for  the  dis- 
posal of  refuse  from  Great  Baddow  only,  but  tipping  ceased  here 
before  the  end  of  the  year.  Negotiations  started  in  1958  for  the 
acquisition  of  a site  at  Waltham  Road,  Broomfield,  continued 
during  the  year. 


Depot 


Work  on  the  extension  and  improvement  of  the  Depot  com- 
menced in  May  and  the  work  was  still  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Nightsoil  Collection 

The  weekly  collection  of  nightsoil  is  carried  out  in  the 
following  parishes  by  a contractor,  Mr.  G.  Barker,  of  Steeple,  for 
the  sum  of  £26  13s.  4d.  per  month.

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FOREIGN  VISITORS 

Several  Doctors  of  Medicine  and  Public  Health  Inspectors 
from  abroad,  many  of  them  attending  Courses  at  the  London 
School  of  Hygiene  and  Tropical  Medicine,  have  visited  the  De- 
partment during  the  year  — as  in  former  years  — to  see  various 
items  of  public  health  interest  in  a progressive  rural  district,  in- 
cluding refuse  collection  and  disposal,  dairy  farms  and  milk 
production,  slaughterhouse,  knackers  yard,  condemned  property 
and  fruit  grading  and  packing  premises. 

During  1959,  visitors  from  twenty-nine  countries  have  been 
received. 


PETROLEUM  LICENCES  IN  FORCE  DURING  1959 

During  the  year,  175  licences  to  store  petroleum  spirit  were 
granted.  Of  these  126  were  for  private  installations  (not  for  re-sale 
to  the  public)  and  49  for  filling  stations. 

Five  licences  for  the  storage  of  cellulose  were  granted. 

The  total  licensed  storage  capacity  was  232,290  gallons  for 
petroleum  spirit,  and  200  gallons  for  cellulose. 

The  amount  received  in  fees  was  £128  7s.  6d.
